Wartime Promises Not Implemented 





BRITISH VETS FAIL TO SEEK 
ROLE IN COMMUNAL LIFE-BRODIE 


LONDON—Jewish war veterans have not carried out wartime 
promises to seek a more positive role in Jewish communal life in 
England, Chief Rabbi Israel Brodie of Great Britain said last week. 

Rabbi Brodie told a meeting of the Association of Jewish Ex- 
Service Men and Women that during the war hé hed talked with 


Jews in all branches of service. 
He said that he had been particu- 
larly impressed by their charges 
against Jewish communities, 
which they complained had 
neglected them. 

The chief rabbi said that many 
servicemen had told him that they 
planned to make a fight to “get 
rid of the vested interests in com- 
munal life—those fellow who dug 
themselves in the Parnass Box.” 

Rabbi Brodie said he also had 
been told that many of them 
wanted a considerable improve- 
ment in decorum at synagogue 
services and that their children 
should have a really good Jew- 
ish education. 

Need To Broaden 

Examining the postwar record, 
Rabbi Brodie said that the Ex- 
Servicemen’s Association was 
committed not to a postwar com- 
munal activity but to Jewish 
civic defense. 

He said the record of the vet- 
erans in that respect was excel 
lent but that in the more positive 
respects, little had been done. He 
said that Jewish veterans also 
must do their part spiritually and 
culturally in the Jewish commu- 
nity and said the older members 
of those communities also had 
the responsibility of giving Jew- 
ish veterans a chance to be active 
in communal affairs.

OR some months now the American Zionist leadership—thg 

Silver-Neumann regime—has been living on its old reserves 

and on borrowed time. It built up a great reserve of public Loo 
will, prestige and power through its splendid achievements on the 
political field, hastening the establishment of the State of Isra 
and through its dynamic organization. It has borrowed time from 
the tactical and organizational ineptitude of its op- } 
ponents. In this, the Opposition in the Zionist Fes 
movement has been most obliging: Only recently — 
it handed over a victory to Silver and Neumann 
which has given their regime a new lease of life. 
The question is now, will the Zionist Administra- 
tion ultilize the time it gained to build up real 
strength for constructive purposes or will it con- 
tinue to revel in its shadow, mechanical strength, 
thereby merely postponing the oncoming distinte-. 
gration of the great movement which gave birth 
to the State of Israel?

THE ZIONIST MOVEMENT WILL surely disintegrate unless it 
evolves a workable comprehensive program of activity for the new 
situation which has arisen with the establishment of the State. It 
will have to be a program on which both the Government of Is. 
rael and the majority of Zionists in the Diaspora can agree, §@ 
far no group which is directly interested in the matter has come 
out with such a program. 

The Government of Israel has no program for the Diaspora, 
except that it.knows it needs help and that it knows it wants no 
interference in internal matters. The Silver-Neumann regime has 
no program, unless you call Neumann’s speech at the ZOA Con. 
vention a program, which it is not. 

The Opposition in the ZOA has no program, except that it 
wants to wrest the power from Silver and Neumann, which the 
latter are determined not to yield. The Labor Zionists have no pro. 
gram, except that they want Ben-Gurion and the Mapai party to 
Zo on forever. The Hadassah is in the most fortunate position, 
since it has finally come back to a period in which concrete pro 
jects count for more than political formulas. 

Relatively speaking, the Labor Zionists are also in a fortunate 
position, because they can go on building up support for the Hista 
drut in Israel], what with the new prestige of Ben-Gurion and his 
party. But there was a time when the small group of Poale Zion 
in America acted as a matrix in American Zionism and American 
Jewry initiating thinking and projects which were later adopted 
by other, larger groups. Today the leaders of the Labor Zonists 
in this country are busy soaring in the clouds, arguing with their 
dead opponents of 30 years ago and reveling in their accomplish- 
ments. They are not making any contribution to the solution of 
present-day problems,

THE ZOA, UNDER SILVER AND NEUMANN has, in less than 
four years, gone through the rise and is now rushing towards the 
decline that it took the Labor Zionists 30 years to make, 

On the record, the ZOA of today has much to show in po- 
litical achievement, but mighty little in constructive work and 
institutions in Israel. And today it is solid building in Israel 
that counts more than political activity. 

The center of Zionist militancy ha$ now shifted from Madison 
Square Garden to the battlefields of the Negev, from the lobbies in 


Washington (which are still necessary but not as important) to 


the Foreign Office at Hakiryah (The Capital in Tel-Aviv). 

Today the main business of American Jewry is to build, build, 
build, Not to preach capitalism, but to mobilize private capital, 
Not to deal in political machinations, but to send machinery to 
Israel. 

What is needed today is an organization that can channelize 
this building with the maximum amount of democratic spirit, 
Whichever group in American Zionism—or in American Jew ry for 
that matter—emerges with a workable program for building Is 
rael, will capture the field,

INSOFAR AS THE OPPOSITION GROUP within the ZOA was 
engaged in constructive work, it was gaining strength. But each 
time they launched upon an attempt to beat the Administration in 
political tactics (in which they are terrible shlemiels), they got 
a beating. The wild, intemperate and irresponsible accusations lev 
eled by Henry Montor against the ZOA Administration, and _ the 
whole stupid clumsy and vicious manner in which the Montor bomb 
was launched, cost the State of Israel millions of dollars and did 
very little to advance the legitimate cause to which the Opposition 
is supposedly committed. 

What the legitimate cause of the Opposition is, is something the 
Opposition itself has at best been able to stammer out sometimes, 
but not too articulate. Even the well-written editorials in the well 
edited ‘“Haganah Speaks” have shown no sign of being able to 
grapple with the fundamental problems confronting the Zionist 
movement today. 

The Zionist Movement is going through a period of transition, 
without any intelligent guidance. Im the absence of a Luidance, 
it is groping in the dark through a succession of ugly upheavals 
such as the Montor incident.

Strictly Independent 

McWilliams told The Post that 
he was naturally pleased at Dr. 
Slawson’s approving attitude but 
explained that when he began to 
plan the book, he decided not to 
go to the Anti-Defamation Lea- 
gue of B'nai B’rith or to the 
American Jewish Committee for 
aecess to their “excellent” files on 
race hatred. 

He said he wanted to write and 
published his book under circum- 
stances which would make it plain 
that it was an independent effort, 
with neither aid nor endorsement 
from Jewish civic defense groups. 

A few months after the Slawson 
speech in Chicago, Dr. S. Andhil 
Fineberg, head of the community 
relations division of the AJCom- 
mittee, said the McWilliams’ 
bok presented “an untrue thesis.” 
Dr. Fineberg said he “regretted 
that Mr. McWilliams, who has 
made splendid contributions to 
ombatting intolerance against 
tacial groups, had published such 
s selective and one-sided presen- 
tation of anti-Semitism,” (NJP, 


- | April 30). 


Subsequently, the ADL and the 
AJ Committee, in a joint memor- 
andum, notified Jewish Commun- 
ity Relations Councils that “be- 
use of some exceptions we 
take to Mr. McWilliams’ premise 
and conclusions, we do not con- 
template promoting this book.” 

McWilliams told The Post 
that he regarded the joint mem- 
orandum as indicating opposi- 
tion to his book.

Lesser Makes Charges 

Lesser said that the American 
Jewish Comittee and the Ameri- 
can Jewish Congress were follow- 
ing the Communist party line in 
hate-fighting and that their espou- 
sal of McWilliams book was in 
line with that strategy. (NJP

MeWilliams sharply denied 
Lesser’s charges, called the Les- 
ser article “stupid” and said 
he was “appalled” that the 
MENORAH JOURNAL should 
publish it. 

McWilliams elaborated on his 
refutation of Lesser’s charges by 
citing key paragraphs from his 
book. 


Here’s What He Said 

The pertinent section opens 
with a comment that race hatred 
has its roots in the swamps of 
insecurity and fear and that these 
swamps must be drained if anti- 
Semitism is ever to be eradicated. 

Said McWilliams in his book: 

“This is a task of a large or- 
der which it is not my purpose 
to outline, even if I felt compet- 
ent to do so. But it should be ap- 
parent from the preceding chap- 
ters that what the task involves 
is the creation of a society in 
which production is organized on 
some basis other than individual 
self-aggrandizement. Since most 
of the various forms of discrim- 
ination have long since been in- 
stitutionalized in our society— 
part of the framework of society 
itself—their elimination will re- 
quire important modification in 
the social structure To elimin- 
ate discrimination, our acquisi- 
tive society must be brought un- 
der conscious democratic controls 
and must be made to serve a ma- 
jor purpose of all social organi- 
zation—namely, to enlarge the 
areas in which cooperation rather 
than competition is the norm.” 

McWilliams readily agreed 
that this language admitted of 
wide interpretation but said he 
had not made the interpreta- 
tions and pointed to the pass- 
age in which he indicated doubt 
of his competence to prescribe 
solutions. 

“l’m not sure a socialist soc- 
iety would erase anti-Semitism, 
thought I think it would certainly 
weaken it,” he told The Post, “but 
to say that I am advocating a 
Marxist solution is utter non- 
sense.” 


A Fuller Report 
“Fundamentally I argue that 
there are many factors involved 
in anti-Semitism but that to un- 
derstand it completely, it is nec- 
essary to distinguish between pri- 
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mary and secondary factors. 

“There are many secondary fac- 
tors but I regard the struggle in 
modern society for power, pres- 
tige and position as the primary 
factor in the persistence and 
power of anti-Semitism. This is 
not a Marxist theory and at least 
one proof is the fact that POLI- 
TICAL AFFAIRS, the Marxist 
publication, ripped my book to 
shreds,” he said.

Israel Constitution Makes No Mention Of Torah Law Or Socialism 
ORTHODOX ISRAELI STAGE PROTEST 
AGAINST IMPORT OF NON-KOSHER MEAT 


TEL AVIV, Israel—(JTA)—Hundreds of Orthodox Jews 
demonstrated outside the offices of the State Council last week 
protesting the importation of non-kosher meat into Israel, It 
was believed to be the first such demonstration in Israel. 

A representative of the demonstrators who was, invited 
into the Council chambers to confer with the orthodox mem. 
bers of that body demanded the immediate enactment of legis. 
lation barring the import of any non-kosher meat into Israel, 


TEL AVIV, Israel—The 
posed conStitution for Israel, em- 
bodying the most liberal guaran- 
tee of personal freedom of any 
existing basic national law, 
makes no reference to Torah law 
or to socialism or to free enter- 
prise, publication of the text dis- 
closed this week. 

The document draws on _ fea- 
tures of the United States, Brit- 
ish and French systems for its 
structure. It will be the basis for 
deliberations by the first Consti- 
tutional Assembly which will fol- 
low the elections next Jan. 25. 

The question of how far the 
new Jewish State will embody 
ancient Jewish law apparently 
is settled by the basic docu- 
ment, It provides for religious 
courts for Jews Moslems and 
Christians, but the jurisdiction 
of these courts is limited to 
matters of personal status and 
care of religious endowments 
and foundations. 

The low status of women un- 
der Jewish law is removed en- 
tirely by the new constitution, 
which guarantees all basic rights 
to women equally with men. 

The President, unlike the chief 
executive of the United States, is 
not elected by popular vote and 
his powers are nominal. The real 
chief executive is the prime min- 
ister, whose power rests on the 
strength of his political party in 
a coalition system of government. 

The proposed constitution lays 
down a carefully-integrated list 
of guarantees of individual liber- 
ty. The death penalty is abolish- 
ed, except for treason. 

Among the provisions to pro- 
tect personal liberty are these: 

1. No discrimination of any 
kind will be made by the state 
between inhabitants on grounds 
of race, religion, language or Sex. 

2. The official language of the 
nation is Hebrew but adequate 
provisions will be made for Ara- 
bic-speaking citizens to learn and 
use their language. 

3. The Jewish State will en- 
sure the sanctity of human life 
and uphold the dignity of man. 
There will be no death penalty, 
torture, flogging or humiliating 
punishment. Police may not use 
“moral or physical violence” 
against prisoners and, evidence 
obtained by such means will not 
be admitted as court evidence. 

4. The liberty of the person is 
. inviolable and no one may be de- 
tained without a court order un- 
less caught in the act of crime. 
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5. Preventive detention will be 
permitted only during a state of 
national emergency and in such 
cases “subject to continuous par- 
liamentary control.” 

6. Any person arrested must be 
informed in writing within 24 
hours of the charge against him. 
He must be brought up for trial 
within two days after arrest. The 
right of habeas corpus is part of 
the basic law. 

7. No arrested person may be 
held incommunicado and no one 
can be deprived of liberty for a 
debt. Due process of law will be 
applied in all trials and no ex- 
traordinary courts will be estab- 
lished. 

8. Only members of the armed 
forces on active duty will be sub- 
ject to military tribunals. 

9. No person can be convicted 
for a violation of law which was 
not a violation when it occurred. 
No law changes can have a re- 
troactive effect to harm a defend- 
ant. 

10. Anyone wrongfully arrest- 
ed or punished by the state will 
have a claim for compensation 
against the state. 

11. The home of the individual 
will be inviolable and cannot be 
entered without a search war- 
rant. No censorship on private 
correspondence will be permitted. 
These rights shall not be sus- 
pended in wartime or in case of 
national emergency without a 
specific act of the legislature. 

12. Freedom of conscience and 
the free exercise of all forms of 
worship is guaranteed to all. 

13. Existing rights in respect to 
Holy Places and religious sites 
will not be denied or impaired. 
The liberty of access, visit and 
transit to all Holy Places will be 
guaranteed to all without distinc- 
tion. 

14. The Sabbath and the Jewish 
Holy Days “shall be days of rest 
and spiritual elevation and shall 
be recognized as such in the laws 
of the country. The Holy Days of 
other religious denominations 
shall equally be recognized as le- 
gal days of rest for the members 
of such denominations.” 

15. Freedom of speech and of 
opinion are guaranteed, except 
for expressions which are libe- 
lous, slanderous or “which are 
designed to stir up racial or re- 
ligious hatred, or to incite to vi- 
olence or crime, or which advo- 
eate the suppression of human 
rights, or of the democratic sys- 
tem of government, or which re- 
veal secrets of national defense.” 

16. All citizens shall have the 
right, individually or in associa- 
tion with others, to petition any 
public authority, up to the presi- 
dent, for the redress of grievan- 
ces or enactment of new laws.

economic structure of the new 
State describes a welfare state 
which one expert said was simi- 
lar to “the New Deal at its best.” 
Here are the significant clauses: 

1. “The economic order of the 
State of Israel shall be based on 
the principles of social justice. 
Every citizen shall have an equit- 
able share in the national income 
and a right to social security. 
The state shall encourage and 
aid every form of cooperative ef- 
fort.” 


2. “Everyone has the right to 
work. The State of Israel shall 
endeavor to ensure to all its cit- 
izens without distinction a decent 
standard of living and a fair and 
equal opportunity of earning a 
livelihood.” 


3. “Legislation shall be enacted 
making provision | for reasonable 
wages, working hours and con- 
ditions of work and for the pro- 
vision of state insurance against 
the risks of accident, sickness, 
disablement, unemployment, old 
age and other causes of unde- 
served want.” 


4. The right of workers to form 
trade unions “and to strike in de- 
fense of their economic rights 
and interests is guaranteed by the 
Constitution.” 

5. “Legislation shall be provid- 
ed for the establishment of a 
national health service, protec- 
tion of motherhood and child 
life, the promotion of public and 
personal hygiene and the grant of 
state aid towards the construction 
of hygenic workers dwellings.” 

The Constitution specifically 
guarantees adequate facilities for 
primary and secondary education 
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ok * * 
for both Jews and Arabs “in their 
own language and cultural tradi- 
tion.” 


Type of Legislature 

The legislature will be a Cham- 
ber of Deputies. Voting age is 
21. Twenty-five is the minimum 
for eligibility to be a candidate 
for the chamber. The chamber 
will be elected by equal, direct 
and universal suffrage. Voting 
shall be by secret ballot and on 
the basis of proportional repre- 
sentation. Electoral districts will 
be revised every three years. 

Elections must be held within 
60 days from the end of the 
term of the dissolution of the 
preceding chamber which must 
meet within one month of its 
election. It shall hold two ses- 
sions every year. The Cham- 
ber shall be elected for a period 
of four years but it may ex- 
tend its term in case of war or 
national emergency but not for 
more than one additional term. 

The customary parliamentary 
immunities apply for members 
of the Chamber. Proceedings of 
the Chamber must be held in pub- 
lic, except when two-thirds of 
members present ask for a pri- 
vate session. 

An executive council will have 
the power to introduce legislation, 
though deputies may do so. 

Eligibility For Office 

Any citizen of 35, eligible to be 
a deputy, may be elected to the 
presidency. The president will be 
elected by the Chamber by secret 
ballot. His office will be for five 
years and he cannot be re-elected 
more than once. 

Unlike the U.S. system, if an 
Israeli president dies or be- 
comes incapacitated in office, 
fan election must be held within 
one month to choose his succes- 
sor. 

That the president’s powers 
will be nominal is indicated by a 
clause that “every act of the 
President. shall be countersigned 
by the Prime Minister or a mem-

Impeachment of President 

The president will have the 
power to appoint the prime mip, 
ister, after consultation with Is. 
rael political parties. The preg, 
dent may be impeached by the 
Chamber but must be convicted 
by the Supreme Court. 

The executive council, the 
real power in Israel, will be 
made up of the prime minister, 
the heads of the departments of 
states, and such ministers with. 
out portfolio “as may from 
time to time be appointed.” Aj 
ministers must be members of 
the chamber of deputies. 

The prime minister will be ra 
sponsible for actual operation of 
the executive council. 

The executive council is collect 
ively responsible to the cham. 
ber and, very much like the 
French system, the executive 
council must resign when it can 
not command majority support jn 
the Chamber of Deputies. When 
the prime minister resigns al] 
members of the executive coun] 
must do likewise. 

Court System 

The court system is based on 
a series, starting with magis. 
trates courts, then district courts, 
and a high court with original 
and appellate jurisdiction in both 
criminal and civil cases. 

The Supreme Court is the court 
of final appeal. The provision for 
religious courts is embodied ina 
clause providing for: 

“Religious courts of the Jewish, 
Moslem and Christian communi- 
ties exercising jurisdiction in mat 
ters of personal status and of re 
ligious foundations and endow. 
ments,” 

The judges, except for mem. 
bers of the religious courts, will 
be named by the president, with 
the help of the minister of just 
ice. Religious court judges will be 
named by the president with the 
advice of the minister for relig- 
ious affairs.

4. Set up a three-nation conciliation commission 
composed of the United States, France and Turkey 
to seek a permanent peace in the Holy Land but gave 
the commission no power whatever to impose any 
kind of a forced settlement.

§. and Canada will meet at the 
four-day convention to discuss all 
major aspects of Jewish affairs 
and take joint action to meet 
1949 local, overseas and _ Israel 
needs “with maximum effective- 
hess.” 

Special significance was _ at- 
tached to the comment of Ber- 
nard Peplinsky of Cincinnati, the 
program chairman. He said the 
Meeting will be a “working and 
action” affair where delegates will 
not only “listen and learn but 
take an active part in formulat- 
ing programs of action for the 
coming year.” 


Go Beyond Discussion 

He added that the 1949 Assem- 
bly “will go beyond discussions 
and analysis to reach conclusions 
and recommendations.” He said 
‘It will be in a real sense the na- 
tional operating assembly of the 
Jewish community  organiza- 
tions.” 


The General Assembly, made 
up of delegates selected on a pop- 
Wation basis by each of the 265 
Member agencies, is the govern- 
ing and policy-making body of 
the CJFWF. 

A report of the committee on 
tational-local relationships on its 
Ngotiations with national agen- 
ties will open the convention, 
Pepinsky said.

Note: Rabbi Moshe V. Goldblum of Mans- 
field, O., recently was given a letter received by 
a member of his B’nai Jacob congregation from 
a sister who is serving as a nurse in the Israel 
Negev. The girl, Ruth Levine, daughter of Mr. 
Phillip Levine of Cleveland, obviously is no 
party Zionist and is unconcerned with the poli- 
tical and international developments which 
brought her to a desert 5,000 miles from home. 
The Post is printing portions of the girl’s letter 
because it regards it as a striking portrayal of 
the reactions of a typical, integrated American 
Jewish girl who has decided she has a duty to 
help in the struggle for freedom. The reactions 
are delightfully fresh and stimulating. The let- 
ter is dated from Bilu, Israel, Oct..28, during 
the heat of the Negev campaign, 


Dearest Aunt Rose and Daddy: 

I imagine that you’d like to hear about what’s 
been happening to me, so here goes. I last wrote 
during the holidays from Tel Aviv. Well, Yom 
Kippur day we visited the chief of the Army 
nurses corps of Israel and she said she would 
place us civilians in an Army hospital operating 
room. ... They sent us the same day to Bilu 
field hospital which is the first receiving hos- 
pital on the Southern front. 


The surgeons here speak very little English, 
only Hebrew and German, so you can see 
what a time we had at first. My Yiddish, such 
as it is, has been a wonderful asset and be- 
lieve it or not I’m really getting on to He- 
brew quite well and everyone here is con- 
vinced that I will soon speak it very fluently. 
We arrived at a very appropriate time also, 

because very early the next morning the action 
really started and we didn’t get much sleep for 
the next four days. They brought all the wound- 
ed from the Negev to us and there were plenty 
of the poor souls although the ultimate result 
was very much in our favor, 

At our place we keep all that are in shock or 
that need immediate abdominal operations, and 
evacuate all others by ambulance further inland 
to Telavinsky or Balinsons hospitals. 


We often went out to the airport with our 
ambulances to meet the planes with wounded 
and in that way we have made many friends 
out there amongst the air crew who are three- 
fourth Americans. Now they come out to Bilu 
by jeep almost every night to take us out to 
Rehovot (the nearest town) for coffee—very 
nice. ... 


Anyway as of four days ago, the road to the 
Negev through the enemy territory has been 
cleared and is now in our possession. Instead 
of the wounded coming in by planes, they can 
come by ambulance. 

We are all very proud of our boys here. I 
don’t know how much information our papers 
are giving you but you can believe this for 
sure: we’re giving the Arabs and the Egyp- 
tians hell right and left. 

The boys in the fighting forces here are just 
wonderful—they’re so fine and brave and un- 
complaining, they’re really fighting with their 
hearts. When you hear stories like the one of 
35 Jews fighting 400 Arabs with only two sten 
guns and a Bren, and the Bren wasn’t working 
because it had sand in it, yet they not only beat 
the Arabs but captured FORTY of them! That's 
the honest-to-God truth! 

The stories the air boys out at Telnof have 
been telling us about our air force and theirs is 
really a picnic. The Egyptians have just a very 
small excuse for an air force, so to speak, and 
though it causes us the inconvenience of black- 
ing out at night, that’s the worst of it. There is 
no such thing as precision bombing, they open 
the door of the plane and a man throws the 
bombs out!

Well, his aim was bad and the bombs 
landed quite near our hospital and got our 
power line, 


You know, those are the first bombs I ever 
heard in my life and I hope the last. 


I’ve wondered for quite a while how I would 
react to such a situation and now I know. After 
the first one I was so scared I couldn’t stop 
shaking and then I realized that the patients 
who were in their beds were helpless. .. . 


Jean (another American girl) and I went 
into the wards and shot the breeze with the 
boys and smoked and I never felt less concerned 
in my life. There were three bombs in all, with 
no hits, and with no danger of the same thing 
ever recurring which is the only reason I don’t 
hesitate to tell you this story. 


I want you to believe me when I tell you 
that I am in no danger whatsoever and that 
I can’t remember when I’ve been quite so 
happy having so little. I can’t thank God 
often enough for coming here to Israel. 


Bilu itself is a wonderful little place. Nothing 
much to look at, the food is*awful, and the 
facilities for toilet and water, etc., is poor but 
the people—the people are wonderful. 


One experience that I had last week I must 
tell you about. We had worked all day and all 
evening when we got two badly wounded boys: 
who had to be evacuated immediately to Tela- 
visnsky hospital which is about a two-hour ride 
by ambulance because roads are bad and they 
must drive slowly anyway because of the pa- 
tients. 


One of the boys had a bad skull fracture and 
the other had bullet wounds in his throat which 
made it necessary for them to do a tracheotomy 
(an incision into the trachea for breathing pur- 
poses) and this little hole had to be aspirated 
with a rubber syringe about every three min- 
utes or the boy would choke to death. 

This was about two a. m. and Ruthie gets 
elected for the job of going with the boys. So I 
go. The light in the ambulance wasn’t working 
so I had to use a flashlight and work this ap- 
paratus at the same time, also trying to hit the 
hole in the boy’s throat between ambulance 
bumps. 

I’m sweating out keeping these two boys 
alive and also keeping my balance and the 
damn ambulance gets a flat tire out in the mid- 
dle of nowhere at 3:30 a. m. 

To top it all off, the driver couldn’t speak 
English at all and so there was no one to talk 
to. I finally figured out that he wanted to walk 
for help so I let him go and an hour later he 
returned. I saw lights coming down the road 
so I flagged the car te a stop to find it’s a Red 
Mogen Dovid ambulance with two empty 
stretchers and I was so happy I could have 
cried. 

The driver came out to see about our tire 
and I heard two women passengers from his 
ambulance hollering at him to hurry up and 
not to bother with us. I got mad. I went over 
and gave it to this one woman good and 
proper. What did she mean she was in a 
hurry to get somewhere when two boys were 
in there dying and had to be gotten to a 
hospital in a hurry? 

Then she tells me that she’s nine months 
pregnant and in labor and that she is going to 
have it any minute! I almost fainted because I 
had “tzuris” enough with my two boys. If I had 
to deliver a baby yet, I don’t know what I 
would have done because this one boy would 
have died in the meantime and I had no equip- 
ment. So to make a long story short, 1 sent her 

on immediately and we eventually got to the 
hospital, both boys alive and me half dead—I’'ll 
never forget that night.

N. Y. WOMEN START OWN DRIVE 
FOR DESTITUTE AFRICAN JEWS 


By HELEN COHEN 

NE of our readers, Jean Silver of 995 Eastern Parkway, Brook- 

lyn, feels that the women should know more about a new 
project which has been formed to help the “Forgotten Million,” 
those Jews under Moslem rule. Explains Mrs. Silver: 

During recent months, news reports and surveys of the terrible 
eonditions under which one million Jews suffer in North Africa 
and the Middle East have been received with in- : 
creasing alarm. A group of friends and myself 
who throughout recent years have worked ardu- 
ously through many women’s organizations for the 
reclamation of European Jewry and for the up- 
building of Israel decided that the problem of 
Levantine Jewry is paramount today. 

We found that dozens of Jewish organizations 
were dedicated to the relief of the displaced per- 
sons and the support of Israel. We found that only 
one organization in this country has devoted itself 
exclusively to alleviating the suffering of Moslem Jewry, cohd that 
was the Committee for the Forgotten Million, Inc. 

We made a study of the conditions of the “forgotten mil- 
lion.” We were stunned by the vastness of their tragedy. And 
we were ashamed. We were ashamed at how callously we had 
ignored these destitute, uneducated, impoverished Jews who 
year after year lose thousands upon thousands of young lives 
through disease, pestilence and malnutrition. 

We were ashamed because we sat idly by while 150,000 chil- 
dren roamed the streets of Morocco, Algiers and Tunisia hungry 
and in tatters, exposing themselves to the dread of trachoma, 
tuberculosis and pellagra. Why were not these children placed in 
schools, why were they not to receive the same care, affection and 
guidance which we gave to Jewish children elsewhere in the world?

THERE WAS SIMPLY NO ANSWER to explain our inex- 
plicable neglect. We formed the Women’s Division of the Commit- 
tee for the Forgotten Million, Inc. We started an “adoption” project 
as our first effort to bring emergency relief to some 130,000 chil- 
dren (20,000 have already been taken off the streets and placed in 
the 115 schools and institutions maintained by the Committee 
throughout the Moslem world). 

In a period of several months, we have already visited a good 
number of major women’s organizations, sisterhoods, clubs, soror- 
ities, and local groups. The support has been heartening. Hundreds 
of women’s groups—Zionist and non-Zionist, religious and non- 
religious—have pledged to aid us in our “adoption” program. 

Each group and in many cases each chapter of a nationwide 
movement has taken upon itself to formally “adopt” from one to 
100 children in the Levant. The group or chapter contributes $100 
as our first effort to bring emergency relief to some 130,000 chil- 
lunches, clothing, medical and dental and hygienic care throughout 
the year for the “adopted” child.

IN RETURN, THE GROUP RECEIVES a photograph and a 
biography of the child and is encouraged to correspond and to send 
gifts to the child. I hope you will bring this before your readers, 
that you will stir them to join us in ouf campaign of saving Jewish 
lives by saving Jewish youth.

A large 
number of Jewish surnames have 
their origin in feminine first 
names. The reason for such 
names was usually that the wo- 
man happened to be more out- 
standing than the man of the 
family. She may have been the 
breadwinner or a widow who 
raised her children without re- 
marrying.

Possick is a surname of ‘geo- 
graphical origin. It is based upon 
the littke community of Posseck

A wealthy Jewish banker once 
lent the Elector of Saxony 10 mil- 
lion dollars so that the latter 
could become King of Poland. As 
a result Saxony and Poland were 
ruled by the same dynasty for a 
hundred years. The grateful Elec- 
tor permitted many Polish Jews 
to settle in Saxony. Eventually 
these settlers would take Saxon 
place names as their surname.

kashe or bread stuffing

kashe (or with stuffing), and sew up. Heat fat in pan, add onion 
and let brown slightly, add spleen, and brown on all sides. Add hot 
water, cover pan, and let simmer two and a half hours or until 
tender. Preferably, slip a rack under spleen. Add more hot water: if 
necessary.

Blend together the flour, fat, chopped onions, salt and epper. Clean 
casings thoroughly, and cut in 4-inch lengths. Tie one end of each 
length with thread like a sack, or sew, stuff lightly with flour mix- 
ture, allowing room for stuffing to expand during cooking, tie or 
sew other end. Place in roasting pan, add % cup fat, add sliced 
onions, and let bake uncovered at 325 degrees until well browned. 
Baste frequently with fat in pan. Or, instead of baking in oven, let 
boil gently in water to cover for two hours or longer, then brown 
in hot fat in a frying pan. Or cook in pot with soup. 

STUFFED HELZEL (CHICKEN NECK) 

Prepare mixture for Stuffed Kishke, using % of the amount of each 
ingredient. Fill chicken neck lightly, allowing room for stuffing to 
expand during cooking, tie or sew ends, and scald in boiling water 
for a few moments.

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The Editor's Chair 

I've been searching for some- 
thing to say on Jewish Book 
Month. As far as I’m concerned 
it’s been a big flop. There’s been 
no imagination and ingenuity 
behind it for several years now, 
and it doesn’t reach even one 
part of one per cent of the Amer- 
ican Jewish community. But just 
to criticize is bad; although who- 
ever is behind the celebration this 
year ought to get some help from 
some people with ideas. 

Anyway I've finally come across 
an excellent. piece by Rabbi 
David Polish of Chicago’s Temple 
Mizpah which he wrote for his 
congregation’s bulletin. I’m _ re- 
printing it in full: 

“The other day I converted a 
young woman to Judaism. As a 
requirement for conversion, she 
had done considerable reading 
which included, among. other 
things, Steinberg’s ‘Basic Juda- 
ism’ and passages from Cohon’s 
most recent book, ‘Judaism, A 
Way of Life.’ 

“I wondered. Is it possible that 
this proselyte to Judaism might 
have read more Jewish literature 
in a few weeks than many Jews 
in years? This is a staggering 
thing to contemplate. It would 
often seem that one of the priv- 
ileges of being born a Jew is ex- 
emption from Jewish learning or 
Jewish reading.

What a deterioration 
they and their Torah had under- 
gone. How it had become a super- 
stition-riddled talisman, and noth- 
ing else.

JERUSALEM,—(JTA) — Ela-

Judgment Day Is Drawing Nearer 


HE formal announcement by the Council 

of Jewish Federations and Welfare Funds 
of its program for the next Genefal Assembly 
Jen. 14-17 in Philadelphia will make unpleasant 
reading for some of our national agencies. 

Heretofore, the problems of duplication and 
waste in our national organizations, and of their 
insistence that their rights are divinely given, 
came at the tail end of the General Assembly, 
By that time, many delegates were glancing 
worriedly at the clock, or homeward bound. 

But the program this year will open with a 
discussion of the “question of the extent of 
community partnership in setting policies and 
administration of the United Jewish Appeal, 
progress in eliminating duplication in European 
migration work, coordinating refugee service 
in America, and the extent to which the Na- 
tional Community Relations Advisory Council 
has been successful in eliminating duplication 
among civic-protective agencies.” 

That quotation just about summarizes the 
functional problems now disturbing the Ameri- 
can Jewish community. It shows the extent and 
scope of the program of the CJFWF, and re- 
peats—if only by implication—what has been 
said in these columns repeatedly—that there 
is duplication among our national agencies. 

The CJFWF evidently means business. 

Following the opening session, “delegates 
wiil gather in special working groups to con- 


sider questions 1eised and to recommend spe. 
cific action to the full Assembly.” 

That reference to “action” is another quota. 
tion from the announcement of the program 
for the forthcoming General Assembly. But the 
prize quotation is this one: 

“It (the General Assembly) will be, in a real 
sense, the national operating Assembly of the 
Jewish community organizations.” 

Now that the American Jewish Conference 
is off the scene, the meaning of. these words 
become obvious. The CJFWF has recently 
added the feather in its cap of resolving the 
difficulties within the United Palestine Appeal. 
Last year it gained representation for the local 
communities. in the United Jewish Appeal. It 
also brought about a preliminary agreement on 
refugee work in the U. S. between United Ser. 
vice for New Americans and HIAS. 

These are not inconsiderable achievements. If 
a score is made in one more direction—that of 
the NCRAC, the group charged with elimin- 
ating duplication and competition in the field 
of civic protective work—then the CJFWF will 
have achieved more in this past 12 months than 
has been accomplished in years and years of 
community organization. 

Let’s repeat the quotation, for emphasis: 

“It will be, in a real sense, the national op. 
erating Assembly of the Jewish community 
organizations.” 


The Next ZOA Convention 


HE next convention of the Zionist Organi- 

zation of America is already shaping up 
into one of the most interesting in years—if any 
convention can be more exciting than was the 
1948 conclave in Pittsburgh. 

The anouncement by the Committee for Pro- 
gressive Zionism, the group which caused all 
the furore in Pittsburgh last July, that it will 
present a complete slate of candidates for all 
the offices, will intensify the fight already be- 
ginning to be waged for the presidency of the 
ZOA. 

Daniel Frisch has practically thrown his hat 
into the ring; and it is known that Mortimer 
May, a national vice president from Nashville, 
is the candidate of Dr. Neumann. Also men-

tioned in connection with the top office in the 
ZOA is Rabbi Irving Miller, like the other two, 
also a national vice president. With a fourth 
candidate definite, to be nominated by the CPZ, 
there will be no avoiding a hot contest. 

All of this might seem like frivolity in view 
of the serious problems facing the ZOA, and 
for that matter, all Zionist organizations in the 
United States, brought about by the need of a 
new program, a new orientation, which will 
keep interest of U. S. Zionists at the same high 
pitch as that of the past few years. Yet it will 
be exactly by this kind of democratic process of 
presentation of platforms and open discussion 
and pre-convention debate, that a virile, sub- 
Statial and effective program will be evolved. 


Britain Buys Israeli Citrus Crop 


HE short news item in last week’s paper 

telling that Great Britain had negotiated 
a deal for the purchase of 75 per cent of the 
current citrus crop of Israel, explains Israel’s 
objection to the boycott being urged strongly 
even today by some in the U. S. 

Obviously the Israeli citrus crop has to be 
marketed somewhere if the economy of- the 
nation is not to suffer. Great Britain happens 
to be the logical customer. 


In this situation is a fine lesson. 

Israel will have to make its own decisions. 
With the best intentions and with all the good 
will, it will still be impossible for U. S. Jewish 
groups or indiviudals to attempt to give the 
answers to the problems of the Israeli govern- 
ment and people.

ENDORSES CAMDEN RABBI'S STAND 


ON CHANUKAH-CHRISTMAS DEBATE 


Editor, National Jewish Post: 

I heartily endorse the stand 
taken by Rabbi Harry Kellman 
of Camden on Chanukah-Christ- 
mas celebrations as reported in 
The National Jewish Post. He 
requested the children of his reli- 
gious school not to take part in 
these religious activities spon- 
sored by the public schools. 

His position was perfectly in 
accord with a statement by the 
Executive Council of the Rab- 
binical Assembly which con- 
demned such procedures and 
termed the practice of calling on 
Jewish children to partake in 
Christmas projects “an infringe- 
ment of their rights as Amer- 
icans.” 

What perplexed me was the 
argument advanced by Rabbi 
Weine, who suggested that a 
child with a Hebrew education 
will not be affected by Yule cele- 
brations in public schools. Be- 
sides being out of line with the 
facts, this rationalization over- 
looks the larger question of di- 
vision of church ‘and state en- 
tirely. 

As a teacher in the New York 
public school system pointed out 
in a recent article in the SYNA- 


GOGUE SCHOOL, many ortho- 
dox children refuse, and rightly 
so, to join in the singing of these 
Christmas carols. As a result of 
this they alienate not only their 
fellow Christian pupils and 
teachers, but in some cases other 
Jewish teachers and children. 

In regard to the question of 
church and state, the pronounce- 
ment of the Rabbinical Assembly 
of which Rabbi Weine is a mem- 
ber, makes it quite clear that the 
functions of state and church 
should be kept in their distinct 
places and in a closing sentence 
which should end all arguments 
on the subject, it concludes, “For 
the public school to become the 
means of indoctrination in the 
beliefs of practices of any reli- 
gious group, whether by formal 
avowals, or by activities which 
imply it, is to betray the Amer- 
ican way of life.”

Everyone knows the 
plan is to take the Displaced Per- 
sons out of Eurcpe into Israel. 
Hadassah hopes to bring 60,000 
orphans into Israel this coming 
year. The National office does 
not send me material asking me 
to bring my children to the Jew. 
ish homeland—they ask our aid 
in bringing motherless children 
out of Europe into Israel. The 
average American Jew is not cons 
fused on what is expected of him 
in re Israel. 


Today Palestine is not just the 
Holy land of old—today it spells 
HOMELAND. 

Prof. Janowsky even finds 
fault with the synagogue—with 
every group but the Jewish Wel- 
fare Board. 

I taught Sunday School at 
Synagogues and at a Center. Now 
I am a mother. If I had my 
choice (here there is no Center— 
just a synagogue), I want my 
children to attend religious clas- 
ses in a synagogue. I want them 
to receive their Jewish education 
in the House of GOD. The Cen- 
ters are fine and do excellent 
work but should not consider 
themselves as competitors of the 
synagogue. 

I am interested in the future 
of Judaism in the United States. 
I predict U. S. Jewish life is far 
from over—just reborn. 
will now be a real, live language 
here just as French and Spanish 
aad German have been. Our tie 
to our State of Israel will revive 
in us a pride—a desire to be bet- 
ter Jews—and better informed 
Jews. 

I just wish we Jews would 
outline in detail our own pro- 
grams and plan their future pro- 
gress, and omit the detailed 
criticism of the opposition or all 
other groups. Let us do our own 
task to_the best of our ability and 
strive for unity—IN UNITY 
THERE IS STRENGTH.

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The Editor's Chair 

I've been searching for some- 
thing to say on Jewish Book 
Month. As far as I’m concerned 
it's been a big flop. There’s been 
no imagination and ingenuity 
behind it for several years now, 
and it doesn’t reach even one 
part of one per cent of the Amer- 
ican Jewish community. But just 
to criticize is bad; although who- 
ever is behind the celebration this 
year ought to get some help from 
some people with ideas. 

Anyway I've finally come across 
an excellent piece by Rabbi 
David Polish of Chicago’s Temple 
Mizpah which he wrote for his 
congregation’s bulletin. I'm re- 
printing it in full: 

“The other day I converted a 
young woman to Judaism. As a 
requirement for conversion, she 
had done considerable reading 
which included, among other 
things, Steinberg’s ‘Basic Juda- 
ism’ and passages from Cohon’s 
most recent book, ‘Judaism, A 
Way of Life.’ 

“I wondered. Is it possible that 
this proselyte to Judaism might 
have read more Jewish literature 
in a few weeks than many Jews 
in years? This is a staggering 
thing to contemplate. It would 
often seem that one of the priv- 
ileges of being born a Jew is ex- 
emption from Jewish learning or 
Jewish reading. This is a danger- 
ous exemption. If we exploit it 
long enough, the length of our 
survival as a vibrant community 
in America is limited. The irony 
of this situation is heightened by 
the great output in recent years 
of magnificent Jewish books, and 
the general apathy of the Jewish 
community to these books. Star- 
vation amidst plenty. 

“During the Middle Ages, a 
traveler came upon a band of 
people who kept a Sefer Torah in 
a cave to prostrate themselves 
before the Torah. They hardly 
knew what it was. They could not 
read it. All they knew was that 
their ancestors who had _ been 
Jews, had bequeathed the scroll 
to them. What a deterioration 
they and their Torah had under- 
gone. How it had become a super- 
stition-riddled talisman, and noth- 
ing else. 

“Such is not the heritage we 
want to leave to our children. We 
want to transmit to them a Juda- 
ism that lives and inspires, and 
makes life desirable. Such:a Ju- 
daism is ‘not in the heavens 
above nor in the earth beneath.’ 
It is to be found in the pages of 
the Jewish book, near at hand to 
all who will reach out to it. 

“It will be well for us to apply 
these thoughts to our own lives 
during Jewish Book Month.” 

* * * 

I WOULD LIKE to repay at 
least one debt I owe to the rabbis 
of America; with your help. You 
may remember the editorial of 
some six months ago in which I 
made the point that the ground- 
breaking of the new synagogue 
of the Rabbi Stephen S. Wise 
Free Synagogue was more than 
an affair of concern and interest 
only to that congregation. Rabbi 
Wise has designed as much as 
anyone the American Jewish 








community of today; he has aided 
every Jewish movement and yet 
has never found time to build a

congregation over his own head. 


But now that temple is 
being built, Rabbi Wise is 75. 
A report in the current issue of 
the Free Synagogue Bulletin 
says that $204,814 of the $400,- 
000 needed to build the struc- 
ture has been raised thus far. 
The astonishing thing about 
this report is not that 50 per 
cent of the funds are still 
needed, but that so modest a 
Synagogue is being built in 
these days of high costs and 
in New York for the nation’s 
leading rabbi. 


Now I know that among the 
readers of The Post are many 
people who have followed Rabbi 
Wise’s career as a leading liberal 
of the United States and a fighter 
for the rights of all the down- 
trodden. Many of these people 
would like, I’m sure, to contribute 
in their own small or large way 
to this crowning accomplishment 
of Dr. Wise. So without asking 
anyone, which may be chutzpah 
on my part, I'd like to see 
a flow of checks come in to me 
which I can forward to Dr. Wise 
for his OWN temple.

Judgment Day Is Drawing Nearer 


HE formal announcement by the Council 

of Jewish Federations and Welfare Funds 
of its program for the next Genefal Assembly 
Jen. 14-17 in Philadelphia will make unpleasant 
reading for some of our national agencies. 

Heretofore, the problems of duplication and 
waste in our national organizations, and of their 
insistence that their rights are divinely given, 
came at the tail end of the General Assembly, 
By that time, many delegates were glancing 
worriedly at the clock, or homeward bound. 

But the program this year will open with a 
discussion of the “question of the extent of 
community partnership in setting policies and 
administration of the United Jewish Appeal, 
progress in eliminating duplication in European 
migration work, coordinating refugee service 
in America, and the extent to which the Na- 
tional Community Relations Advisory Council 
has been successful in eliminating duplication 
among civic-protective agencies.” 

That quotation just about summarizes the 
functional problems now disturbing the Ameri- 
can Jewish community. It shows the extent and 
scope of the program of the CJFWF, and re- 
peats—if only by implication—what has been 
said in these columns repeatedly—that there 
is duplication among our national agencies. 

The CJFWF evidently means business. 

Following the opening session, “delegates 
wiil gather in special working groups to con- 


sider questions 1#ised and to recommend spe. 
cific action to the full Assembly.” 

That reference to “action” is another quota- 
tion from the announcement of the program 
for the forthcoming General Assembly. But the 
prize quotation is this one: 

“It (the General Assembly) will be, in a real 
sense, the national operating Assembly of the 
Jewish community organizations.” 

Now that the American Jewish Conference 
is off the scene, the meaning of these words 
become obvious. The CJFWF has recently 
added the feather in its cap of resolving the 
difficulties within the United Palestine Appeal. 
Last year it gained representation for the local 
communities. in the United Jewish Appeal. It 
also brought about a preliminary agreement on 
refugee work in the U. S. between United Ser. 
vice for New Americans and HIAS. 

These are not inconsiderable achievements. If 
a score is made in one more direction—that of 
the NCRAC, the group charged with elimin- 
ating duplication and competition in the field 
of civic protective work—then the CJFWF will 
have achieved more in this past 12 months than 
has been accomplished in years and years of 
community organization. 

Let’s repeat the quotation, for emphasis: 

“It will be, in a real sense, the national op. 
erating Assembly of the Jewish community 
organizations.” 


The Next ZOA Convention 


HE next convention of the Zionist Organi- 

zation of America is already shaping up 
into one of the most interesting in years—if any 
convention can be more exciting than was the 
1948 conclave in Pittsburgh. 

The anouncement by the Committee for Pro- 
gressive Zionism, the group which caused all 
the furore in Pittsburgh last July, that it will 
present a complete slate of candidates for all 
the offices, will intensify the fight already be- 
ginning to be waged for the presidency of the 
ZOA. 

Daniel Frisch has practically thrown his hat 
into the ring; and it is known that Mortimer 
May, a national vice president from Nashville, 
is the candidate of Dr. Neumann. Also men-

tioned in connection with the top office in the 
ZOA is Rabbi Irving Miller, like the other two, 
also a national vice president. With a fourth 
candidate definite, to be nominated by the CPZ, 
there will be no avoiding a hot contest. 

All of this might seem like frivolity in view 
of the serious problems facing the ZOA, and 
for that matter, all Zionist organizations in the 
United States, brought about by the need of a 
new program, a new orientation, which will 
keep interest of U. S. Zionists at the same high 
pitch as that of the past few years. Yet it will 
be exactly by this kind of democratic process of 
presentation of platforms and open discussion 
and pre-convention debate, that a virile, sub- 
Statial and effective program will be evolved. 


Britain Buys Israeli Citrus Crop 


HE short news item in last week’s paper 

telling that Great Britain had negotiated 
a deal for the purchase of 75 per cent of the 
current citrus crop of Israel, explains Israel’s 
objection to the boycott being urged strongly 
even today by some in the U. S. 

Obviously the Israeli citrus crop has to be 
marketed somewhere if the economy of- the 
nation is not to suffer. Great Britain happens 
to be the logical customer. 


In this situation is a fine lesson. 

Israel will have to make its own decisions. 
With the best intentions and with all the good 
will, it will still be impossible for U. S. Jewish 
groups or indiviudals to attempt to give the 
answers to the problems of the Israeli govern- 
ment and people. This is a lesson parents have 
to learn about their children, once they take 
off on their own, and it’s a lesson the U. S., 
Zionist is learning too.

pas what the 1949 Appeal of the Joint Dis- 
tribution Committee would be in view of 
the fact that the DP camps are already on the 
road to being emptied, and many a Jewish 
community in Western Europe is beginning to 
be self-supporting once again, seems to be 
wrapped in the news story in last week’s NJP 
on the 1,000,000 Jews in North Africa. 

Up until now these Jews have not warranted 
the scrutiny or the help of the American Jew- 
ish Community although their plight was as 
bad five or ten years ago as it is today. Since 
Hitlerism, these Jews could not have had pri- 
ority, but still, there was no need to overlook 


them altogether. 

Not only is there abject poverty throughout 
the North African Jewish communities, not 
only have they been denied their rights by the 
authorities of the lands in which they lived, 
but in addition they have been victims of dis- 
eases so violent that it almost beggars descrep- 
tion. 

But now we are going to do something about 
them. Why? Probably*because a competing 
group in the American Jewish community, the 
Committee for the Forgotten Million, headed 
by Rabbi. William Z. Novick, has begun ta 
raise money on the basis of this glaring need.

B’nai B'rith Cancels New Year’s Eve Dance, 
Rabbi Samuel Rosinger Reports in The Temple 
Tidings, Beaumont, Tex.—I am highly gratified 
by the ready response of the Committee on Ar- 
rangements, to my appeal to cancel the con- 
templated New Year’s Eve dance scheduled for 
Friday, December 31, under the sponsorship 
of the B'nai B’rith. Our Sabbath has none of 
the spirit .of puritanic austerity, yet, on the 
other hand, its chaste. joy is poles apart from 
the pagan saturnalia characteristic of New 
Year’s Eve observance by the overwhelming 
majority of the Christian community. 

On Rosh Hashonah we Jews set a noble ex- 
ample to mankind by the solemn and dignified 
manner in which we observe the turn of the 
vear, and, surely, we cannot afford to turn, four 





months later, into inebriate heathens and ape 
our neighbors in their boisterous revelry. The 
Sabbath Eve of Dec. 31 has a double significance 
this year.

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KOHLBERG CHALLENGES JEWISH VOTE 
THESIS IN N. Y. ELECTION RESULTS 


Editor, National Jewish Post: 

I was amazed, in a recent is- 
sue of The Post, to find the state- 
ment of Rabbi Samuel Adelman 
that “President Truman lost New 
York’s 47 electoral votes by the 
Jewish vote which left the Demo- 
cratic Party and voted for Mr. 
Wallace.” 

This statement is as untrue as 
it is dangerous. It is as bad as 
Jay Franklin’s assertion in Life 
magazine, “Henry Wallace had 
lopped off the left-wing labor 
and Zionist big-city support that 
had given Roosevelt the edge in 
four victories.”

ENDORSES CAMDEN RABBI'S STAND 


ON CHANUKAH-CHRISTMAS DEBATE 


Editor, National Jewish Post: 

I heartily endorse the stand 
taken by Rabbi Harry Kellman 
of Camden on Chanukah-Christ- 
mas celebrations as reported in 
The National Jewish Post. He 
requested the children of his reli- 
gious school not to take part in 
these religious activities spon- 
sored by the public schools. 

His position was perfectly in 
accord with a statement by the 
Executive Council of the Rab- 
binical Assembly which  con- 
demned such procedures and 
termed the practice of calling on 
Jewish children to partake in 
Christmas projects “an infringe- 
ment of their rights as Amer- 
icans.” 

What perplexed me was the 
argument advanced by Rabbi 
Weine, who suggested that a 
child with a Hebrew education 
will not be affected by Yule cele- 
brations in public schools. Be- 
sides being out of line with the 
facts, this rationalization over- 
looks the larger question of di- 
vision of church and state en- 
tirely. 

As a teacher in the New York 
public school system pointed out 
in a recent article in the SYNA- 


GOGUE SCHOOL, many ortho- 
dox children refuse, and rightly 
so, to join in the singing of these 
Christmas carols. As a result of 
this they alienate not only their 
fellow Christian pupils and 
teachers, but in some cases other 
Jewish teachers and children. 


In regard to the question of 
church and state, the pronounce- 
ment of the Rabbinical Assembly 
of which Rabbi Weine is a mem- 
ber, makes it quite clear that the 
functions of state and church 
should be kept in their distinct 
places and in a closing sentence 
which should end all arguments 
on the subject, it concludes, “For 
the public school to become the 
means of indoctrination in the 
beliefs of practices of any reli- 
gious group, whether by formal 
avowals, or by activities which 
imply it, is to betray the Amer- 
ican way of life.”

UNFORTUNATELY HIS BUSINESS DEALINGS, today, are 
with men attuned to sports, and who have long forgotten or never 
heard the “Mama Loschen” spoken. Evidently Mr. Podoloff was at 
ease when we interviewed him recently and therefore let loose with 
several choice phrases which we, too’ ,have not heard uttered in 
years. It always surprises this corner to meet with a prominent 
Jewish personality who spouts Yiddish quite fluently. 

The B.A.A. prexy is quite proud of his father’s achieve- . 
ment in becoming a large realty dealer in New Haven, Conn. 
Now there is nothing uncommon about real estate people of 
Jewish extraction. We all know several successful realtors who 
turn over large estates every day in almost every large city 
in the country. But Pere Podoloff was quite different from 
most realtors. After finally settling in New Haven he was ap- 
pointed to buy up land for Yale University. Hiring a Jew for 
that purpose created considerable talk in Connecticut and no 
doubt made many envious of the Jewish immigrant who had 
been selected for the job.

Israel Accused 

The Cleveland discussion cen- 
tered on an article that appeared 
in the Catholic Universe Bulletin 
of Cleveland, which charged that 
Israe] was destroying Christian- 
ity. 

The item, which had been sanc- 
tioned by the papal nuncio in 
Cairo, charged the Israel Govern- 
ment with deliberately, starving 
Arabs and firing on holy places 
in Israel. 

Dr. Andhil Fineberg, director 
of the Community Service depart- 
ment of the AJCommittee, said 
at the meeting that Judge Joseph 
M. Proskauer, AJCommittee pres- 
ident, telephoned Arthur Lourie,

The Council of Ulemas at Cai- 
ro, highest spiritual authority in 
the Moslem world, issued a proc- 
lamation warning Abdullah that 
if he proclaimed himself Hashi- 
mite King, he would be violating 
his pledge to Allah. 

King Farouk of Egypt sent a 
message to all Arab State chiefs 
except Abdullah saying that the 
action of Transjordan “did not 
represent the decisions of the Pal- 
estinian people.” 

Rift In League Widens 

He was answered by Sheikh 
Khalil Jaabari, mayor of Hebron, 
who spoke on the Transjordan- 
eontrolled Rahmallah radio, The 
mayor rejected the warning of 
the Council of Ulemas and taunt- 
ed Farouk with reminders that 

» Egypt had lost every battle in Pal- 
estine against the Israeli. 

Reports reaching Beirut, Leba- 
non, said that Abdullah was 
making plans for a larger Cabi- 
net and preparing for parliamen- 
tary elections in Arab Palestine. 

The only practical barriers to 
the annexation were the substan- 
tial Iraqui forces in central Arab 
Palestine. However, Iraq’ and 
Transjordan are both ruled by 
members of the Hashimite fami- 
ly. morta] enemies of the ex-Muf 
ti of Jerusalem, head of the short- 
lived Arab Palestine government 
at Gaza. : 


Simultaneously with Abdul- 
lah’s reach for Arab Palestine, 
reports grew that he had reach- 
ed a high point in peace nego- 
tiations with the Israeli. Offi- 
cials of the Jewish State have 
always contended that only an 
agreement with a strong Arab 
leader would make a real peace 
possible. 


The Transjordan Legion was 
the strongest military force in 
the Arab world when the fighting 
started last May 16. It is still the 
strongest because the Israeli have 
carefully avoided a_ real 
just as Abdulla has done every- 
thing to stay out of a major bat- 
tle, 

The Israeli have’ knocked out 
the Egyptian, Lebanese and Syr- 
ian armies, at once defeating 
their enemies and strengthening 
Abdullah’s hand.

BUCHAREST — (JTA) — At- 
tacks carried out last week by 
members of the Jewish Demo- 
cratic Committee against the of- 
fices of Zionist organizations. 
have been followed by a violent 
anti-Zionist campaign, spurred 
by Unirea, organ of the Jewish 
Democratic Committee. The at- 
tacks were halted unofficially by 
government authorities. 

In a front-page editorial, 
Unirea this week denounced 
Zionism as “bourgeois nationa!]- 
ism, which is diverting the Jew- 
ish workers from the fight 
against the exploiters.” The ar- 
ticle says that “every honest per- 
son should fight Zionism, which

Egypt Fights In Negev; 
Takes Heavy Losses 


TEL AVIV, Israel—Egypt made 
three bids to relieve 
pressure on a trapped pocket of 
its troops with attacks on a Ne- 
gev_ settlement and was beaten 
off by the Israeli with heavy los- 
ses. 

The losses turned out to be un- 
necessary. The Israeli agreed, un 
der United Nations auspices ,to 
permit withdrawal of Egyptian 
troops in the Faluja pocket by the 
Negev campaign in October. 

In the first attack, using 14 me- 
dium size British-made tanks, the 
Egyptians lost five tanks. A sec- 
ondary aim of the attack was to 
wreck water pipelines and Israe- 
li Negev communications. 

In the second attack on Nirim, 
the Egyptians lost more than 100 
men wounded and killed when the 
Israeli sprang an ambush. A 
third attack on the Nirim with 
tanks and infantry also got no- 
where,

UN Conciliation Body 
Ready To Seek Peace 


PARIS—A three-national Unit- 
ed Nations conciliation commis- 
sion began the task this week of 
recovering from the wreckage 
what it could for the Arab states 
and for UN prestige. 

The third General Assembly 
approved a plan from which all 
references to the Bernadotte 
plan, the partition decision and 
sanctions had been eliminated. 
Its duties were to seek means 
to find a permanent peace. 

The vote set up the commission 
with headquarters in Jerusalem 
to succeed provisional mediator 
Ralph Bunche. 

The upshot of the lengthy UN 
session was to leave the situation 
fluid and to give the United 
States as one member of the con- 
ciliation commission, a direct 
hand in peace talks. 

The other two nations are 
France and Turkey, both of which 
have large Moslem elements to 
consider. 


Senate Koch Report 
Due In Two Weeks 


WASHINGTON—The Berlin 
crisis was believed this week to 
be a factor in the decision of a 
Senate subcommittee to hold no 
open hearings in the case of Frau 
Iise Koch, Buchenwald sadist. 

The Senate probers closed their 
hearing and indicated that a re- 
port on the case would be pre- 
pared in two weeks. 

Republican Sen. Homer S. Fer- 
guson, of Michigan, the subcom- 
mittee chairman, said that he 
felt the whole Koch case indi- 
cated room for improvement in 
army procedure. The woman’s 
life sentence was reduced to four 
years and unless there is a 
change in the decision, she will 
go free next year.
